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Informants report set forth herein exactly as received except for 
corrections in spelling and grammar: 

March 7, 1963 

Dr. BILLY JAMES HARGIS and Gen. EDWIN A. WALKER spoke to a 
group of around 1,000 persons at the McKay Auditorium in Tampa, 
Florida, Monday night, March 4, 1963. Although scheduled to 
begin at 7:30 P.M. , the meeting did not get under way until around 
8 o'clock. 

Two young men in dark suits distributed copies of "the"National 
Christian News”on the sidewalk, near the street from which one 
of the sidewalks led to the auditorium entrance. Some persons 
entering the auditorium from the other sidewalk to entrance did 
not receive copies of "National Christian News". 

OREN POTITO was standing at the entrance to the auditorium. During 
the meeting, he was often observed standing at the rear of the 
auditorium, sometimes with DON LeBUS. Col. WHITMAN, Dr. LAUBER, 
a young man in a dark suit, and a woman (senior citizen age, below 
average height), who have been observed in attendance at Mr. 

POTITO’ s meetings in the past, were also in attendance. Another 
man (described in last POTITO report as man in business suit, 
below average height, dark hair - thinning in front) was present 
and was addressed in a friendly fashion as "Hi, JOHN TIMOTHY", 

The person who addressed him thus was HARRY DAVIS, active in 
Civitan Club locally. BARBARA DAV.IS (Mrs. HARRY) was also present. 
She identified a thin red-haired young man, who carried a flag 
(American) on a staff about two feet long, as a past President of 
the Sertoma Club, whose wife had recently had some publicity because 
of a recipe she had submitted to the local paper. (Sertoma Club of 
St. Petersburg). The red-haired man was sitting in a row a couple 
of places from an unidentified man with a poster on a stick. 

In the line of persons waiting to reach the ticket window to make 
their donations of one dollar each to enter meeting, a number of 
placards for General WALKER were observed being carried on sticks. 

The audience was composed of a mixture of ages, ranging from late 
teens to senior citizens, and responded by applause or by standing 
(for General WALKER) in apparent enthusiasm for sentiments expressed 
by speakers. BILLY HARGIS spoke first, followed by an interval 
in which there was a collection. He also spoke for awhile after 
the collection, then presented General WALKER who was still 
speaking at 10:15 P.M. HARRY DAVIS put a collection envelope in 
the offering. 
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In his opening remarks, HARGIS thanked MARYv GRIMM (sp?) , Gen. 

LOWRY, Florida Coalition of Patriotic Societies for their support. 

He also expressed appreciation to the Conservative Society for 
its support by placing an ad.in the paper. HARGIS, also announced 
that it had come to his attention that some anti-Semitic material 
had been distributed outside the meeting and he wished it to be 
clearly understood that this material had no connection with this 
meeting. All the literature which they promoted was on their 
literature table in the lobby. 

The following paragraphs are taken from notes taken in shorthand 
up to 10 : 15 P.M. : 

HARGIS quoted from J. EDGAR HOOVER on Reds holding an advanced 
detachment in United States. The St. Louis Globe Democrat exposed 
the fact that MARTIN LUTHER KING'S assistant was JACK M. GOBEL 
or JOBEL (sp?) also known as HUNTER FITZ O'DELL. He made these 
statements in making his points on the threat of internal 
communism. 

HARGIS listed another point as the communist attempt to infiltrate 
legitimate non-communist organizations. He said the FBI has just 
released figures of 200 organizations. 

If we are going to win this war, the first thing we have to do is 
outlaw the Communist Party. We have laws that will prosecute 
communists if the Attorney General will use them. In speaking of law 
requiring communists to register, he said until this da 3 / not a 
single member has obeyed the law of the land. Now, it is up to 
Attorney General KENNEDY to arrest these people. He can’t enforce 
the lav/ of the land because of what he describes as difficulties 
of prosecution, but they can enforce the Supreme Court decision and 
spend twenty-five million dollars to do it. If the Attorney General 
is unwilling, then let him resign and we will get another. He said 
he, HARGIS, had been questioned about tax exemption of his movement. 

He said the vote to abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities was up 14 in two years. He was critical of newspapers 
because they did not play up this vote more. It was on page 23 in 
Palm Beach paper, and on the obituary page in "Miami Herald". They 1 
have been complaining about muzzling news. What have they jgot to 
complain about? They have been muzzling news for years. 

He said that in December, 1961, there was a statement made in 
Moscow - Get rid of anti-communists. He mentioned visiting with 
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JOSEPH MIER of Passion Play in Florida, and stated that this 
man v/as a patriot. All these lies they tell about HARGIS, CARL 
McINTYRE, WALKER, they said about CHRIST. 

He spoke of apostasy in religion and said it is quite possible 
for you to visit protestant churches in Tampa, and never hear the 
name of JESUS CHRIST except in prayer. Apostasy means falling 
away, he said. When ministers promote the communist cause, do not 
blame the church, blame the ministers. He spoke of socialism 
being preached in the name of Christianity. He said the National 
Council Of Churches is either naive or ignorant. What are we going 
to do about Cuba? The problem is that we never should have let 
him have it in the first place. He mentioned the National Council 
of Churches (NCC) as joining hands to abolish the HUAC. He said 
they were not supposed to lobby. The NCC wants you to think they 
represent 45 million Protestants. Why is the NCC mad at the HUAC? 
They are mad because they are afraid the HUAC will open a full 
investigation. The HUAC did investigate them in 1960. He mentioned 
literature on the literature table to this effect (literature 
table contained hearing on Air Force Manual.) 

He said we had fallen for semantics in calling the HUAC the HUAC, 
which stressed the word"Un-American" , when it was properly the 
HCUA. He spoke of the film, "Operation Abolition" and the 
criticism of it by NCC. He quoted a man named JOSEPH HUNTER, 

NCC representative of Arkansas, on the film,' and also as saying 
the FBI is just a secret police organization. NCC has group of 
atheists touring the country. He mentioned article in"Life"two 
years ago which quoted PETER DERIABEN (sp?) , Soviet defector, 
on subject of communist domination of these touring Russian groups. 

In paper on August 19, the NCC was announced as supporting move 
to exchange Soviet clergy, Sunday School teachers, and Theology 
professors with ours. He read this in a Seattle Post Intelligencer 
newspaper . 

He said the "Chattanooga News Free Press" is best paper published 
in U. S. He said "Time Magazine”, July 6, 1962, said Justice 
DOUGLAS expressed the view that "In God We Trust" and prayer in 
Congress are unconstitutional. HARGIS suggested passing amendment 
to Constitution to curb U. S, Supreme Court and limit their term 
v of office. If we develop "hate communist" attitude we will lose, 
but if we promote love our brethren and a desire to protect Our 
children, we will wins 

He announced that Gen. WALKER is now an Associate Editor of’the 
"American Mercury". He announced his pleasure that "Tampa Times" 
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was starting HENRY J. TAYLOR. 

General WALKER: 

He said that in many foreign lands the news never gets abroad 
that there are meetings like this, good patriotic meetings. 

This will never get out of the country because of the iron curtain 
which prevents it from getting to the French, Germans, Italians, 
etc. Today, we can't afford to have our soldiers told about the 
enemy. We might say something that will embarrass the State 
Department in one of its talks with the Soviets. I resigned from 
the military service to be free. I resigned from the Democratic 
and Republican parties to be free. I refuse to be controlled 
by Washington in any of these three areas 5 military, either 
political party, or no-win administration of Federal Government. 

The administration is not the Government of U. S. The Government 
is of, by and for the people. They are temporary administrators 
placed there by your decision. They are temporary administrators 
unless they become dictators or a dynasty. When that happens you 
see and you have the destruction of the party system and its 
effectiveness. I belong to the people's free party of all Americans, 
a party which no man can deny being a part of unless he has joined 
the conspiracy to overthrow the USA, I refuse to lead American 
soldiers under the UN command. I refuse to be a member of a party 
which plans to place all authority and all military forces under the 
UN. Both support the UN and both give foreign aid and train our 
enemy soldiers. Your liberal side of both parties have a wide 
great serious split. Your newspapers are missing it by omission 
and by intent and put control and. censorship out of Washington, 

D. C. This is most serious in the Democratic Party. You can 
spread the word wide. The press is suppressing it. The liberals 
did not know that KRUSHCHEV had to take control of Cuba under their 
liberal eyes. There are all sorts of twists looking like good 
articles trying to make it appear that RAUL CASTRO took over FIDEL 
CASTRO. Under EISENHOWER the State Department knew CASTRO was a 
communist and supported him going into Cuba. Your President 
KENNEDY has lost support across the land and we will see that 
he loses more, WALKER said KENNEDY'S operation about Cuba showed 
the other countries. 

You have bought back 1,100 prisoners and you gave away six 
million people.' It was not ransom at all. It was foreign aid. 

Your medicine was transported and headed to Moscow within a week 
after they got there. Mr, KENNEDY is in a very precarious 
position. He is on the threshold of having to admit that he is 
playing for communist support. Seven million pieces of literature 
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are authorized to be passed through mail by KENNEDY administration. 
EISENHOWER and KENNEDY both support the UN with your money. This 
nation could have defended itself with a lot less money. They both 
support the repeal of the CONNOLLY Amendment, One ordered troops 
into Little Rock and one into Mississippi. Both run at the beck and 
call of KRUSHCHEV. Now, it is closer and they can meet in Cuba. 

If national policy continues as it does now, you will see liquidation 
of South Vietnam. He, WALKER, was critical of leader in this area. 

If State Department likes someone, you can be sure, and if NBC 
and CBS keep on you can be right to take opposing view. He spoke 
of common market and said that when he saw those who desired it, 

"I knew where I stood and that I was against it". 

To a Frenchman there is not much difference whether KRUSHCHEV 
is in Cuba 90 miles away or in Florida. 

WALKER said: "Your State Department is full of traitors and 
people that should be tried for treason". 

If treason means what I think it does, failing to support oath of 
office to U. S., he said, it is not an oath to the UN. Patriotic 
youth are saying that they will serve U. S., but not UNi There 
is a witch hunt going on every day in the armed services, politics 
and whether this man is going to resent serving under UN. Mr, 

FULBRIGHT can't find anything under his bed, but extremists. He 
would sleep with communists and be very happy. Don't forge.t that each 
one of the previous Presidents had a brother. One had MILTON, 
one had BOBBY. The Court has been going left so fast it ought to 
have crossed itself. EISENHOWER blocked MCCARTHY investigations; 

KENNEDY muzzled the military. WALKER was also critical of ROCKEFELLER 
who might be in charge in future.' If the KENNEDYs want to give 
their inheritance to the mental institutions, let them do this and leave 
us alone. 

He said you are working at a rate of four months out of the year 
for U. S. Government. 

Did we not have the Monroe Doctrine to protect them? Can a country 
7,000 miles away take us over? We have given them them without 
a shot being fired. Korea was a giveaway decided by 14 nations, 

- I had to give commands in Korea that today you cannot shoot because 
| v it is not a shooting day. You could not attack in battalion 

without orders from Washington, D. C. The State Department was 
not through with RHEE until they kicked him out. I Can’t tell 
whether or not in Washington, D, C. if CHIANG KAI CHEK is on our 
side or is going to be kicked to the other. 
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He was critical of EUGENE BERNALD (sp?) , International Media 
Company, for failing to get message through about Cuba. This 
company has two to three hundred radio stations all over world. 
Admiral KIMMEL and Gen. SHORT were muzzled about WWII. The 
military gets blamed for everything. The CIA ran it with intent 
to leave those Cubans down there because they did not want them. 

In speaking of censorship, he quoted Senator THURMOND as saying 
that where the word victory was used it was crossed out. STENNIS 
is on the fence so high that if he fell off he would break his 
neck. KEATING is liberal. It is wrong to let KEATING carry the 
load and needs a man that deserves the show. EISENHOWER stopped 
MCCARTHY when he had his finger pointed at Ft. Monmouth. 

He spoke of efforts to convince people that military are about 
to take over USAy The Military Joint Chiefs of Staff were not 
allowed in any of the discussions on Cuba. Gen, GEORGE PATTON 
should have lived today and you would have had a leader.' Do 
not be fooled that HITLER declared war on us. He, HITLER, was 
amazed and surprised when we declared war on him. (applause from 
back of auditorium) . It would be interesting to read RUDOLF 
HESS’ reports. 

At beginning of meeting, HARGIS stated that no tape recordings 
of this meeting would be allowed.

On 3/12/63, Mrs. MARTHA McCANDEESS, 408 West 6th Street, 
Dallas, Texas, Apartment 4, telephone WH 1-5883, an employee of 
Mack Truck Company, Irving, Texas, advised she desired to report 
information concerning J. HAROLD VCAMPBELL . ansassociate of General 
WALKER. She said that L’^jPBEIXtssl f^e- lance artist by=prof ession 
and on one occasion he opened a suitcase which was full of literatur 
which he branded as anti- Jewish. She remembered that one of the 
pamphlets was entitled "One World", which stated in effect that 
the United States would rule Australia, and that the USSR would 
eventually rule part of the United States and the Scandanavian 
countries. She stated that CAMPBELL has an^unlisted telephone 
number, WH 3-4236, and resides at 408 West 6th, Apartment 1, 

Dallas. She said that CAMPBELL also has a Post Office Box downtown, 
the number of which she does not know, and formerly worked at Atlant 
Georgia, where he was an artist for a department store there. 



Upon her viewing the literature in his possession, 

CAMPBELL requested her not to mention anything about his having 
the literature but stated that he was an advocate of General WALKER. 


By way of background information, she said CAMPBELL 
formerly resided in New Orleans, Louisiana, and had color slides 
of the Mardi Gras, many of the individuals in the color slides being 
males dressed in women's clothing. She described him as being 
effeminate and believed that he originated probably from Louisiana 
or Mississippi. 


She remembered that she had found in her mail box a pamphl< 
"Russia Today" published by General Motors for its employees, and 
she suspected- that CAMPBELL placed this in her mail box. ,

Source toe, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, reported that during February, 1963, the Denver Branch, 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) , made plans to organize various 
groups in Denver to picket the proposed public meeting to be 
held in Denver, Colorado, on March 26, 1963, at which time 
former Major General Edwin A. Walker and the Reverend Billy 
James Hargis would speak at a rally on the question of 
Communism. 


Source toe further reported that during the month of 
March, meetings were held in the home of Mary Walter, Secretary, 
Denver Chapter , Fair Play for Cuba Committee (FPCC) , at which 
time plans were formulated and finalized for the picketing of 
the meeting. 

Source Two, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on March 26, 1963, that the Denver Branch of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) received instructions from the national office to picket 
the Walker-Hargis meeting. 

Source Three, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on March 26, 1963, that a press release 
was issued by the Committee Against Undemocratic Action 
reporting that a number of Denver organizations and individuals 
would carry out a peaceful picket of the meeting promoted by 
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EDWIN A. WALKER; 
BILLY JAMES HARGIS 


Hargis and Walker, The press release reported that the fol- 
lowing groups would participate in the picketing %

The release reported that several other organizations 
are picketing on an entirely independent basis, including the 
Student Peace Union at Denver University and the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 

The "Colorado Daily 11 newspaper, published by the 
students at the University of Colorado, reported on March 21, 
1963, that a group was being formed to picket the Walker-Hargis 
meeting and would operate under the. auspices of the Denver 
Congress of Racial Equality (GORE) . 

Source Four, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on March 26, 1963, that CORE issued a 
press release on March 26, 1963, reporting that it was protesting 
the participation of Colorado citizens in supporting the Walker- 
Hargis rally. CORE reported that the racist position of the 
speakers is proof enough that the rally was truly "un-American." 

Source Four reported that during the period of 6:30 
to 8:30 P.M. on the evening of March 26, 1963, approximately 
200 pickets carrying signs picketed in front of the East Denver 
High School in Denver, Colorado. Source reported that approxi- 
mately 1,200 individuals attended the rally in the auditorium 
of East Denver High School, Source reported that the picketing 
was peaceful; however, there was considerable chanting by the 
pickets of the words "Meredith, yes; Walker, no."

A source, on May 9, 1961, advised that on May 5, 1961, 
the Denver Chapter, FPCC, was formed with the following elected 
officers :

NORMAN HODGETT, Treasurer 

NORMAN HODGETT has been identified by a source as a 
member of the Denver Branch, SWP. 

The Denver Chapter, FPCC, has publicly announced as its 
purpose to help bring to light the truth about Cuba. It has 
indicated the FPCC is virtually the sole organized source of 
critical dissent from American-Cuban policy in the United States. 
Announced aims of FPCC are to end the ban imposed by the U. S. 
Government on travel to Cuba, to present those aspects of events 
in Cuba which the press in this country ignores, and to work 
toward re-establishment of diplomatic relations and travel between 
the United States and Cuba. 

A source advised in April, 1962, that the Denver Chapter, 
FPCC, had almost ceased to exist at that time, but in June, 1962, 
stated that at a meeting of the Denver Branch, SWP, HOWARD WALLACE 
proposed to reactivate the Denver Chapter, FPCC. Source advised 
that subsequently on June 15 , 1962 , a meeting of the Denver 
Chapter, FPCC, was held and plans formulated to place an advertise- 
ment in a Denver newspaper concerning the travel ban to Cuba.

The parade 
ended approximately 3:00 PM at Woolridge Park where the 
participants assembled to hear speeches. At approximately 
4:00 PM, there were four hundred to five hundred present 
at the park and six or seven individuals have made 
speeches. Speeches are still in progress. There have 
been' no incidents and no arrests.

On August 29, 1963 , Mr. A. C. CASON, Assistant 
Agent In Charge, Intelligence Section, Texas Department 
of Public Safety, Austin, Texas, informed that the 
" Freedom Now" march led by BOOKER T. BONNER and the 
countermarch of the Indignant White Citizens Council 
(IWCC) led by BOB JOINER of Grand Prairie, Texas, were 
held on August 28, 1963* without any Incidents. 

Mr. CASON said that the number of people that 
participated in the parades by each of the groups fell 
short of expectation. He stated that the "Freedom Now" 
had approximately 600 people and the IWCC parade had 
approximately 10 persons. 

Former Army General, EDWIN WALKER, was in Austin, 
Texas, on August §8, 1963, and indicated that he was in 
Austin "Just to sea what's going Vm." 


ftp. CASON atated that no significant incidents 
occurred and no arrests were made in connection with 
the above parades. 

Mr, CASON advised that on evening of August 28, 
1963, a source reported that BOOKSR ?. BONNER had indicated 
that no further demonstrations are planned in Austin, 

Texas, at the governor's Mansion or at the Capitol at 
this time.

Field that day. This presentation was immediately after MADAM NHU*s 
exit from her plane. Three Austin College students carrying anti-NHU 
placards were nearby, who claimed to police that they represented no 
particular organization and were there as individuals. 

SA EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL on 10/23/63, at about 11:30 A . 13 ., 
observed MADAM NHU proceeding through Love Field Terminal building. 
Immediately thereafter at about 12 noon SA KUYKENDALL observed a 1958 
Oldsmobile parked outside the terminal building on top of which was a 
huge sign stating on one side ”U. S. DAY RALLY - HEAR GENERAL EDWXN A. 
WALKER, 8 P.M., 10/23/63, DALLAS MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM.” On the 
opposite side of that sign appeared the words ”US OR UN, 1964.” On 
the bumper appeared a sticker ’’HELP KENNEDY STAMP OUT FREEDOM.” In 
the rear window was a sticker advertising radio station KPCN, Dallas.

RACIAL MATTERS," furnished the following: instructions in relation 
to former GENERAL EDWIN A. WALKER: 

No active investigation was to be conducted of WALKER, 
however, his activities should be handled through established 
sources and/or informants in a discroet manner in such a way that 
no word #ill be transmitted to former GENERAL WALKER concerning 
Bureau interest. 

It should be noted that the Dallas press has reported 
that followers of former GENERAL "WALKER were involved in the 
recent incident in Dallas when United States Ambassador ADLAI 
STEVENSON was physically accosted. Because of tho delicate nature 
of any inquiry regarding the activities of former GENERAL WALKER 
and in view of tho strong interest of the press, any investigation 
or inquiries concerning EDWIN A. WALKER must be very discreet. 

If the Richmond Office feels that the PCI mentioned in 
referenced Richmond airtsl might be productive, it is suggested that 
Bureau permission be obtained before directing his activities 
against former GENERAL WALKER.

Assistant Director W. C. SULLIVAN called at 3:10 AM 
and instructed he receive a return telephone call and be filled 
in on the details relating to the alleged bullet being shot 
into the home of General EDWIN A. WALKER. 


I returned the call and advised Mr. SULLIVAN th st the 
General WALKER shooting details are not contained within the 
Dallas files. However, I mentioned that a slug obtained from 
the Dallas Police Department had been sent to the Laboratory for 
examination, and the transmittal letter reflects the slug was 
recovered from WALKER'S home on 4/10/63 by the Dallas Police 
Department. Reportedly, the bullet was fired into WALKER'S 
home through a window and that no one has been identified as 
firing the bullet. 



Mr. SULLIVAN then instructed that Agents rev.i6sr 
Dallas newspaper morgues first thing Wednesday morning, 

11/4/63, and the details be obtained and furnished him by 
teletype. Mr. SULLIVAN cHutioned this be done discreetly 
since no one knows of OSWALD'S possible involvement in the 
shooting.

MOORE was advised that in connection with the above, I 
wanted to make sure that he was aware of developments that 
occurred yesterday before going off on any tangent and doing 
unnecessary work. 

MOORE was told that at approximately noon yesterday, 
we received a note in Russian which had been translated by 
a Secret Service representative and that this note was 
dictated to Mrs. HENLEY, Secretary in Mr. BELMONT’S office. 
MOORE advised did not see any memorandum concerning this, 
but would make arrangements to get a copy. 

I advised MOORE that at some time between 3:30 and 
5:00 PM yesterday, a memorandum was dictated to a secretary 
in General Investigative Division, which was prepared from 
ROSEN to BELMONT, convering information obtained from Mrs. 
OSWALD wherein she stated that she had been shown this note 
by Secret Service and had said that it was a note which she 
had retained in her possession that her husband had prepared 
sometime last April add that this memorandum covered in some 
detail the fact that Mrs. OSWALD was aware that her husband 
had shot at General WALKER on the night of April 10th for the 
purpose of trying to kill him and missed. 

MOORE was also advised that the rifle slug found at 
General WALKER’S residence had been submitted to the Bureau 
Laboratory for examination on Dec. 3rd.

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In connection with newspaper publicity on the General 
WALKER shooting in April, I advised MOORE that this office did 
have some newspaper clippings and that in all probability if 
any inquiry of any nature were made of the newspaper morgue, 
immediate publicity would follow. 

MOORE was told that Secret Service was aware of possible 
connection of OSWALD with the General WALKER shooting, and that 
the Arlington, Texas P ollce Department had inquired of one of 
the Dallas Agents on the evening of Dec. 3rd if he was aware that 
OSWALD might be tied in with the shooting of General WALKER, and 
that the Dallas Police Department was aware that we were trying 
to tie it up, inasmuch as we had picked up the rifle slug from 
the Police Department for examination purposes. He was also 
advised that the Dallas Police Department stated that they had 
been considering turning the slug over for examination inasmuch 
as they felt that there was some possibility that OSWALD might have 
shot at General WALKER. 

MOORE was told that Agent BOGUSLAV was translating the 
note written in Russian to see if his translation would compare 
favorably with that of the Secret Service Agent, that the note 
would be shown to Mrs. OSWALD today by Bureau Agents for further 
identification by her, following which the note would be transmitted 
to the Bureau for fingerprint examination, as well as handwriting 
examination. 

MOORE was told that until we heard from him, nothing 
further would be done relative to the General WALKER angle.

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Specimen Q188 was fired from a barrel rifled with 
four lands and grooves, right twist. Mannlicher-Carcano 
rifles of the typo used in the assassination of President 
Kennedy (described as specimen K1 in Laboratory report 
PC-78243 BX) are among those which produce general rifling 
impressions such as were found on specimen Q188. 

Because of the extreme mutilation and distortion 
of Q188 and because the individual microscopic marks left 
on bullets by the barrel of the !Q rifle could have changed 
subsequent to the time Q18C was fired, it was not possible to 
determine whether or not Q 188 was fired from Kl. 

There are no specimens presently being maintained 
in the National Unidentified Ammunition File which could have 
been fired from the Kl rifle or which logically should be 
compared with Q188. Further, no bullets or rifles which 
logically should be compared with specimen Q188 have come to 
the attention of the FBI Laboratory since March, 1963. 

The copper Jacket and the lead core of the Q188 
bullet were determined to be slightly different in compositions ‘ 
from the copper Jackets and lead cores of the Q1 and Q2 
bullets. 

Although the differences in composition between the 
Q1S3 and the Q1 and Q2 bullets were small and do not indicate 
that these bullets represent two different types of bullets, 
it was not possible to determine if these bullets came from 
the same box. It is to be noted that there is no assurance 
in the fabrication of ammunition that all the ammunition ending 
up in one box possesses bullets from the same batch of metal, 
that is, with the same composition. 

The bullet, Q188, Is being temporarily retained in 
the Laboratory for comparison with any additional bullets 
which may be received.

Reference is made to Dallas letter to Miami, 
12/16/63, enclosing FD-302 on the interview of De- 
tective ira FREDDIE VAN CLEAVE of Louisville, Texas. 

This FD-302 set forth a letter to Mr. VAN 
CLEAVE, a Detective on the Dallas, Texas, Police 
Department, from MARIO SUAREZ MARIAS. The letter 
dated 4/22/63, reflected MURIAS' address as 1630 S.W. 
10th Street, Apartment 9, Miami, Florida. 

MURIAS has been known to the Miami Office 
since 12/60. The Bureau is in possession of corres- 
pondence concerning MURIAS, Bureau file 64-32143. 

MURIAS is described as a prolific letter- 
writer and information received from him has been 
regarded as of questionable accuracy. 

Miami files further reflect that MURIAS was

This condition conceivably has 
resulted from his loss of position in Cuba. While he 
is regarded as well intentioned, it has been apparent 
he gleans most of his anti-Communist information from 
newspapers and periodicals.

WARREN REYNOLDS, part owner, Johnny Renolds Used 
Car Lot, 500 East Jefferson Boulevard, who was previously 
interviewed by FBI Agents on January 21, 1964, tele- 
phonically advised as follows; 

After being interviewed by FBI Agents on 
January 21, 1964, concerning his having observed certain 
activities immediately after the shooting of Dallas police 
officer J. W. TIPPIT on November'?^/ 1963, he (REYNOLDS) 
was shot on the night of January 23, 1964. 

REYNOLDS stated that he was contacting the FBI to 
determine if the FBI investigation had determined anything 
that would indicate that his being shot was connected in any 
way with the OSWALD case. 

Mr. REYNOLDS was asked if he had any such infor- 
mation to indicate such was the case and he stated he did 
not, but wanted to advise the FBI that on the afternoon of 
March 2, 1964, General EDWIN A. WALKER had telephonically 
contacted him at his place of business , at which time 
General WALKER read an article from some Boston newspaper 
to him. According to REYNOLDS, this newspaper article was 
written by BOB CONSIDINE and indicated that it was unusual 
that REYNOLDS had been shot because he had "fingered" 

OSWALD. REYNOLDS stated that actually he did not "finger" 
OSWALD. 


REYNOLDS stated that General WALKER asked REYNOLDS 
if he would come to see General WALKER because General 
WALKER did not want to talk on the telephone. REYNOLDS 
stated that he does not know whether he will contact General 
WALKER or not, but that in the event he does he will advise 
the FBI of the results of such contact . 

REYNOLDS added that in connection with his having 
been shot, that a man known only as "DAGO" had been picked 
up by the Dallas Police Department as a suspect i^ ^he

General EDWIN A. WALKER was interviewed in the presence 
of his attorney , JOE MATTHEWS , at 812 Fidelity Union Life 
Building, Dallas, Texas. This interview was based on a United 
Press International Release captioned "WALKER Claims Communist 
Cell Active in Dallas", appearing in the February 13, 1964 
issue of the "Dallas Times Herald" newspaper. In response to 
a question concerning the alleged Communist c;e 11 active in Dallas, 
WALKER stated that people's definition of Communism differs. He 
then mentioned the Bir Play for Cuba Committee as possible 
CCmmunist activity. He stated there must be Communists in Dallas 
and stated people will know about Communism and indicated he 
will tell them about it, In connection with a question concerning 
the alleged Communist Party activity of LEE HARVEY OSWALD , WALKER 
stated in substance that MRS, OSWALD was bound to be a Communist 
as she came from Russia but it would take a lot of investigation 
in Minsk, Russia to establish this. , 


WALKER mentioned that he had been unable to obtain any 
information regarding his case, meaning the attempt on his life 
and that he had had no report from the authorities regarding 
this matter. He said according to news accounts all of this 
information had been turned over to the FBI and the President's 
Commission. Ee said he had been unable to get information from 
the Dallas Police concerning their, investigation of the matter 
as he had sent a representative there for this purpose. He said 
that since he could not get the information from the FBI, the 
Commission, or local authorities, he would have to conduct his 
own personal -Investigation, of tt^is matter .

He advised he is a member of the National Rifle Association, and 
is in a group with Mr. ^LilRlDGE HYMAN, RUSS WYNN and i$pSN ROGERS, 
all of Lufkin, Texas. He stated he reloads ammunition and keeps 
primers, powder and otha* loading equipment for others in Lufkin 
who reload. He advised in October, 1963, RYMAN asked him to sell

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him 800 rounds of 38 brass and load them. CHILDS stated he 
agreed to do this and when the loads were ready, RUSS WYNN came 
by to get the loaded ammunition and gave him a check of RYMAN. 
CHILDS stated he asked WYNN what they were going to do with 
that much ammunition and WYNN stated they were going to store it 
along with the 8,000 rounds they already had. Since that time 
h® has sold HYMAN and ROGERS primers to load 800 rounds of 30-60, 
800 rounds of .45 caliber, and about 900 rounds of .38 oaliber 
ammunition. 

CHILDS stated he is acquainted with these men and 
feels sure they have not sold any of the ammunition they had, and, 
while they do shoot in the rifle club, they have not shot any of 
this ammunition at the local club. He stated he believes these 
men are members of the local John Birch Society.

"right-wing" beliefs and Inclinations. MASEN stated that there 
was in the Dallas area a small "elite group" of patriots who were 
arming for the defense of the country inasmuch as the Government 
was being infiltrated by Communists and a patriot could no longer 
look to his Government for protection. MASEN did not state ths 
name of this "elite group", but left the definite impression it. 
was local in nature. 

ELLSWORTH advised subsequent to the above conversation 
MASEN has obtained attorneys , £ed by HARRY STANFIEU) , Dallas, who 
are noted for strong right-wing inclinations. MASEN has not 
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permitted interview on advice of his attorneys and has even 
declined to interview by parole 'authorities . 

On 3/17/64, ELLSWORTH advised MASEN is still await- 
ing trial and MASE.N ! s trial will probably commence about the 
first of S?ay , 1964. 

Patrolman- -PRESTON SNOGA, Irving , Texks , PD, was con- 
tacted at his residence, 2517 DeWitt Street, Irving, and fur- 
nished the following information to SA WHEEL on 2/11/64? 

SNOGA advised he had known JOHN MASEN since approxi- 
mately ..February , 1963, and that during the last' few months of 
this acquaintanceship had furnished information concerning 
MASEN’s activities to ATTU, Dallas, Texas. MASEN* s activities, 
he advised, included changing semi-automatic weapons to fully 
automatic weapons. He advised MASEN is strictly in the gun 
business for th© money he can make. MASEN is full of a lot of 
”big talk” which he never substantiated. MASEN told SNOGA he 
had been contacted by Cuban revolutionists for the purpose ©f 
supplying guns and ammunition. MASEN also advised him that 
"Mimiietnsn" and John Birchers in the Dallas area had contacted 
him for the purpose of buying ammunit ion. MASEN never mentioned 
the names or locations of these individuals. MASEN never advised 
SNOGA that he was himself a member of a John Birch Society or 
"Minuiemsa”. St was SNOGA's impression that MASEN was not a 
member of either of these organizations, if, ,1 b fact, he was in 
contact with them. This impression was based primarily on the 
fact that MASEN was more interested In money, than in political 
to©! s o * ■ 1 

On 2/28/64, SA JAMES P. HOSTf , JR. conducted the 
following investigation; ' 


: advised that he had no further informs- 
tlon concerning the activities of ; ’’Minutemen'" type organizations 
in the Dallas area. KEMP advised ever since th® assassination 
of former President JOHN F IKOEHALD KENNEDY on 11/22/63, these 
individuals have been extremely quiet and it is not knows whether 
they hav® ceased their activity,, or they are merely restricting 
their activities following the assassination of President KENNEDY. 

St is noted in referenced Kansas City airtel to Bureau 
dated 3/3/64, reference is made to th© names' ■ ©f WILLIAM HENRY 
JOHNSON or EARL JOHNSON and MORRIS TANNAHILL,' aka. JOHN MORRIS, 
who may b© "Minutewen" in th© -Dallas, T«xas , area. 
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Concerning JOHNSON , enough data on this individual is 
missing so that fee cannot to® identified. ■ 

Concerning TANNAHILL, aka. JOHN MORRIS, the following 
investigation was conducted by SA WI22HL on 3/17/64; 

BIRDIE SUE BELCHER;, Retail Merchants Credit Assn., 
Balias, advised that MORRIS GERALD TANNEH ILL has been in credit 
bureau files since 2/8/63. TANNEHILL is formerly from Garber, 
Oklahoma. The files reflect thaT he was either 36 or 39 years 
> of age in 1963 and he is a former employee of Acme Electric, 
no address. shown. His marriage status is listed as separated. 

His last address listed as 5715 South Heckle y and current em- 
ployment as Chapin and Company, as traveling salesman.

John Birch Safety members . He stated CHILDS loads ammunition 
and had the Information and would be reliable. 
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On February 7, 1964, A. C, CHILDS was coat acted by SA 
MANNING. He advised he is a member of the National Rifle 
Association and is la a group with ELDR13GE HYMAN , SUSS WYNN 
and GLEN ROGERS, all of Tdifkiia, Teaj&ftl . He stated he reloads 
ammunition and keeps primers, powder and other loading equip- 
meat for others in Lufkin who reload. He advised in October," 
1963, HYMAN asked CHILDS to sell him 800 rounds of 38 brass and' 
load them. CHILDS stated be agreed to do this and when the 
loads were ready, RUSS WYNN came by to get the loaded ammunition 
and gave him a check of HYMAN. CHILDS asked WYNN what they 
were going to do with that much ammunition and WYNN stated they 
were going to store it along with the 8,000 rounds they already 
had.' - Since that time he h^ sold HYMAN and ROGERS primers to 
load 800 rounds of 30-60, 800 rounds ©f .45 caliber, and about 
900 rounds of .38 caliber ammunition. 

CHILDS stated he is acquainted with these men and 
feels sure they have not sold any of the ammunition they had, 
and, while they do shoot in the rifle club, they have not shot 
any of this ammunition at the local club.

Firearms Act, MASEN was taken 
t© the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit offices for '.questioning. 

During this questioning it was determined MASEN was of strong 
"right-wing" beliefs and inclinations. He stated there was la . 
the Dallas area a small "elite group" of patriots who. were, arming 
for- the defense of the country inasmuch as . the Government was- 
being infiltrated by Communists -and a patriot could no longer 
look to his' Government for protection. MASEN did not stats the 
name of this "elite group”., but left the definite impression it 
was local in nature. •- 
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Patrolman PRESTON SNOGA, Irving, Texas, Police Department 
was contacted by SA W2EKL on February 11, 1964, at his residence, 
2517 DeWitt Street, Irving, and furnished the following information 

SNOGA advised he had known JOHN MASEN since approxi- 
mately February, 1963, and that during the last few months of 
this acquaintanceship had furnished, information concerning 
MASEN 0 ® activities t© Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit, Dallas,. 

MASEN’s activities, he advised, included changing semi-automatic 
Weapons to fully automatic weapons. MASEN is strictly in the gun 
business for the money he can make. MASEN is full of a lot of 
"big talk" which he never substantiated. MASEN told SNOGA he 
had been contacted by Cuban revolutionists for the purpose of 
supplying guns and ammunition. MASEN also advised him that ® 

"Mlmutemen'* and' .John Eire hers in the Dallas area had contacted 
him for the purpose of buying ammunition.- MASEN never mentioned 
the names or locations of these individuals. MASEN never advised 
SNOGA that he was himself a member of a John Birch Society or 
"Minutemen". St was SNOGA 5 s impression that MASEN was not a 
.member of either of these ! organisations., if, in fact,, he was in 
contact with them. This impression was based primarily on the 
fact that MASEN was more interested in money than in political 
beliefs. 

DL T=9 on February 28, 1964, advised SA JAMES P. HOSTS', 
JR. that he had no information concerning the activities of a 
"Minuteman" type organisation in the Dallas area.

On April 6, 1964, a physical check of Falls Drive, 
Dallas, reflected 534 Falls Drive is a fictitious address, the 
numbers running from 2400 through 4300. A physical check of 
4147 Commerce Street, offices of Noel R. Chapin Company, re- 
flected offices moved to 4136 Commerce. 

On April 7, 1964 NOJEL R. CHAPIN, owner, Chapin Company, 
4136 Commerce, advised that MORRIS TANNER I ILL terminated employ- 
ment approximately March 23, 1964, inasmuch as TANNEHILL had found 
another Job which did not. require him to travel. CHAPIN advised 
TANNEHILL was an honest and conscientious employee. H® also 
volunteered that TANNEHILL had to be admonished at on©' point • to 
not expound his extreme political views on company time. He 
stated that TANNEHILL furnished the following forwarding address, 
which is probably that of his current employer, name unknown;

"Minuteme® 99 ideals in the area, but the leadership of -ROBERT. 

BE TOOK' had been challenged due to the fact he is atheistic and 
interested in publicity-seeking for himself rather than promoting 
true American ideals. There is & Dallas, group of patriots who 
started out as "Misautesnen" but now are only loosely organised 
with no national connection and have no name and are purely local 
in nature. He advised thAt h® had no knowledge whatsoever ©f 
a JOHN THOMAS MASSN. 

Th® following investigation was conducted by SA 'JTAERKN A 
LARSON at Lufkin-,% Texasfc; 

Mr. A. C. C91U>S advised on April 17, 1964, that h® had 
never heard of any. organisation such as th® "Minutemen” , Ha ad- 
vised there are members of John Birch Society in the area who 
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are members of the local rifle clubs and who do considerable 
target practice. He advised since last contacted on February 7, 
1964 , ELDRIDGE HYMAN , RUSS WYNN and GLEN ROGERS had been doing 
considerable firing of ammunition. He would expect that just 
about all the ammunition that he knew of that he had loaded or 
that these men had bought supplies to load, had been fired since 
about the beginning of March. 

CHILDS stated he would be alert for persons who might 
be associated with the "Minutemen" . 

Sheriff LEON JONES, Angelina County, Texas, was con- 
tacted on April 17, 1964, and stated he had developed nc informa- 
tion on subject matter since last contacted. 

The following investigation was conducted by SA WHEEL 
at Dallas, Texas, on April 27, 1964: 

BIRDIE SUE BELCHER, Retail Merchants Credit Association, 
advised credit bureau files contain no information concerning a 
DICK WILLIAMSON at 6016 Junius, Dallas; however, a DORIS BRADLEY 
WILLIAMSON listing three dependents and presently teaching for 
the Mesquite Public School District, was shown to at 6016 

Junius. She stated credit bureau files contained no 'information 
concerning a FRANK WORTH. 

A search of current Dallas telephone and city 
directories reflected no listing of a FRANK WORTH. 

On April 29, 1964, the following investigation was ^in- 
ducted by SAs W. JAMES WOOD and WSEHJL; ;

DICK WILLIAMSON, 6016 Junius, advised he is presently 
a Woodrow Wilson High School sophomore. He advised that an 
advertisement sponsored by the "Minutemen'* appeared some month® 
ago in a guns and ammunition sports m&g&sine. The purpose of 
this advertisement was opposition to ''anti-weapons laws and the 
advertisement elicited. further inquiry. WILLIAMSON advised that 
h® was interested in such a campaign and sought "Mimutemem" 
literature and thereafter, sent 'them a check . to coyer..€®^i®ffifes of 
literature and pamphlets which he described as being rather 
radical in that they seemed to be attacking about everybody, and- 
everything generally without factual ; basis . . WILLIAMSON . stated 
he is not a member of the organisation and knows nothing ..about 
its organ isat ion or membership and has never been contacted by 
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anyone concerning the "Minutemen" . He advised all his knowledge 
is confined to the receipt of . "Minutemen” pamphlets. He stated 
he does not . know whether he will attempt to join the ©rganiaat'ios 
although he is inclined not to join inasmuch as his interest; ha® 
been principally academic , "wishing to hear all sides". 
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ASSOCIATION OF ARKANSAS KLANS 
OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (AAK) 


A source advised on April 22, 1959, as follows? 

AAK was formed on April 21, 1959, at Pine Bluff, 
Arkansas, for the purpose of promoting white supremacy and 
segregation of the races, but violence was disavowed. Leaders 
of the AAK were previously members of the Original Knights of 
the Ku ; Klux Klan (OKKKK) . GEORGE F., EDWARDES, Grand Dragon of 
OKKKK for ; the State of Arkansas, was carried over as the Grand 
Dragon of the new organization, AAK „ 

A source advised that on August 11, 1960, GEORGE F« 
EDWARDES disavowed violence. Another source advised in January, 
1963, that the new Grand Dragon, BILL WILLIAMS, disavowed violence 
and that GEORGE F„ EDWARDES is the Legal Counselor of the AAK. 
Another source stated the ritual used by OKKKK is taken from 
the M Kloran 50 of the Association of South Carolina Klans ©f the 
Ku Klux Klan (ASCK) . 

Regarding the ASCK, the following is noted? 

A source advised on September 24, 1956, that the ASCK 
was organized in the fall of 1955 and is patterned after the 
Association of Carolina Klans (ACK) . The source stated the 
ASCK is a new organization and not a rebirth of the ACK, 
although all high-ranking officials of the ASCK had been 
members of the ACK. The announced purposes of this organiza- 
tion are to promote white supremacy and to combat integration 
of races; however, the use of violence is disavowed. 

A source advised on September 2, 1950, that the ACK 
was composed of groups formerly members of the Association of 
Georgia Klans (AGK) , and although the ACK severed all connections 
with the AGK on November 14, 1949, the ideals, purposes and 
policies of the two organizations remained identical. The ACK 
became defunct after conviction and imprisonment of its highest 
official and other members in 1952 . 

The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

Mr. SORRELS stated his agency was going to 
interview SURREY, results of vfaich would be made known to 
the Dallas FBI Office.
